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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to amendments and remarks filed December 28, 
2004. Claims 21-35 and 38-42 are currently pending. 

Specification 

1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 1 12 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 21-30 and 38-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

It appears that Applicant has failed to describe an embodiment in which a cue is 
provided "if an alarm configured to provide the auditory cue has not been activated" or 
"if the alarm has not been activated." Examiner invites Applicant to cite specific 
sections of the disclosure that supports such an embodiment. Otherwise, Examiner 
reminds Applicant that no new matter may be added. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 21-35 and 38-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Gormley (U.S. Patent 5,708,627). 

Regarding claims 21-30 and 38-40, Gormley discloses (see Fig. 1) an alarm 
clock or apparatus configured to sense changes in light intensity, comprising: a display 
(14) configured to display a passage of time; a photosensitive cell (42) configured to 
sense changes in an amount of light in a room; a controller (microprocessor; not shown) 
configured to receive information from the photosensitive cell, wherein the controller 
provides an auditory cue (see col. 2, lines 30-35) or visual cue (see col. 3, lines 10-13) 
upon a change in the amount of light; a speaker and/or light (see col. 2, lines 30-35 and 
col. 3, lines 10-13) configured to provide the auditory or visual cue; a programmable 
memory (digital chips; not shown) configured to send and receive information from the 
controller; a switch (22) configured to activate an alarm; and a shutoff (28) configured 
to deactivate the alarm. Gormley does not specifically disclose providing the cue if the 
alarm has not been activated. However, it is well known in the art to provide a fail-safe 
cue if an alarm has not been activated. Thus, it would have been obvious to a person of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide the cue if the alarm 
has not been activated in the apparatus of Gormley to provide a fail-safe just in case a 
user forgets to activate the alarm. 
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Regarding claims 31-35, 41 and 42, Gormley discloses the claimed invention as 
set forth above. Gormley also discloses (see col. 4, lines 10-67) a transceiver 
configured to send a signal, containing a message. Gormley further teach sending the 
signal to a phone. Gormley does not specifically disclose a wireless transceiver. 
However, wireless transceivers and cellular phones are notoriously well known in the 
art. It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to provide a wireless transceiver in the apparatus of Gormley to 
provide more convenience and messages to cellular phone users. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
